I  do  not  run  bargain  sales  later  in  the  season.  The  prices  given  here  are  for  the  entire  spring  season  of  1939. 
They  are  as  low  as  good  bulbs  can  be  sold  for.  Many  do  not  consider  that  much  hand  labor  is  required  in  the  grow¬ 
ing  of  Gladiolus  Bulbs.  They  are  planted  by  hand,  dug  by  hand,  tops  cut  off  by  hand,  later  cleaned  and  inspected 
by  hand  and  later  must  be  packed  by  hand  for  shipping.  Many  have  started  growing  gladiolus  Bulbs  and  have  tried 
selling  them  for  less  than  cost  of  production.  They  are  doing  sometning  else  now.  Early  orders  get  the  pick  of  my 
stock,  late  orders  I  may  not  be  able  to  fill  at  all.  This  is  a  disappointment  to  both  of  us. 

SIZE  OF  BULBS 

Large  size  bulbs  are  IK  inches  or  over  in  diameter. 

Medium  Size  bulbs  are  from  %  of  an  inch  up  to  IK  inch  in  diameter. 

Either  size  should  make  a  satisfactory  bloom.  The  larger  size  generally  blooms  earlier  with  a  little  larger  spike.

THRIPS 

Do  not  let  these  tiny  insect  pests  deprive  you  of  the  pleasure  of  growing  glads.  I  have  never  had  to  spray  for 
them  in  my  garden.  I  do  not  let  them  get  started.  My  Cultural  Directions  tell  you  how  to  keep  them  out  of  your 
garden.  You  will  not  get  thrips  from  the  bulbs  you  buy  from  me.  Don’t  throw  away  your  bulbs  because  you  had 
Thrips  last  year. 


GUARANTEE 

I  only  ship  high  quality  bulbs  and  will  replace  any  that  are  not  true  to  name  or  refund  the  purchase  price. 
I  cannot  guarantee  the  crop.  BULBLETS  cannot  be  depended  upon,  either  for  germination  or  bloom,  many  fail 
to  grow  under  the  best  of  conditions.  For  best  results  plant  EARLY  in  the  Spring,  June  is  too  late,  April  30  is  better. 

TERMS 

My  terms  are  cash  with  order.  Every  order  will  be  prepaid  by  me  to  any  point  in  the  U.  S.  If  your  order  does 

not  amount  to  at  least  $1,  enclose  10c  extra  for  postage.  Small  orders  under  $1  are  shipped  at  a  loss  to  me. 

5  Bulbs  of  one  kind  sold  at  the  10  rate  and  25  bulbs  of  one  kind  at  the  100  rate.  With  the  issue  of  this  list  I  have

Some¬ 
times  called  the  Tiger  Flower  or  Mexican  Shell  Flower.  Wide  open  blossoms  of  red,  orange  and  yellow  covered 
with  small  reddish  spots.  Plant  about  the  same  as  you  would  glads,  dig  in  the  fall  before  freezing  and  store  in  a 
dry  cool  cellar  away  from  mice  as  they  are  nice  eating.  I  prefer  to  plant  in  beds  like  tulips  about  4  inches  deep.

TENUIFOLIUM  LILY 
The  Lovely  Coral  Lily  of  Siberia
